LONDON—Novemier 30. 
We Iaft night received, by exprefs, Paris papers to 
the 24th inftant. They contain an unofficial, but what 
they affert to be an authentic account of the proceed- 
ings of Buonaparte. Ascording to this account, he ts 
employed rather in cultivating the arts of peace than in 
preparations for wars Some proclamations of Buona- 
parte enable us to afcertain that he was at Grand Cairo 
on the 22d of September. 
The infurreétion in Flanders {till continues to wear 
a very formidable appearance. 
A proclamation of the ‘Confuls of the Roman 
Republic breathes a fpirit of violent hoftility to the 
Court of Naples. The preparations on the part of his 
Sicilian Majefty, to meet the dangers which threaten 
him, are ftill continued. with the greateit aétivity. 
According to an article from Fiume, an embargo 
had been laid on all thips.from Ancona and Genoa that 
arrived in that port. 
The details brought by thefe journals will be found 
the following colnmns. 
In addition to thefe journals, we received this morn- 
ing, but at a very late hour, a Paris paper of a date one 
day later. It contains the following artiches : 
- During the time the rebels in Flanders remained at 
Dieft, they committed no exceffes either againft the in- 
habitants, the public officers, or the French prifoners.— 
Even the tree of liberty remained untouched. » Thefe 
ruffians appear to have a good military organization,— 
They have a General Staff, compofed for the moft part 
of antient Auftrian foldiers, who have held military 
rank fince the revolution in Brabant in 1790. We have 
alfo afcertained that there are among them deferters 
from the Batavian and Pruffian troo "Phey-are 
fupplied with arms and money through fome undifcover- 
ed channel. 
The ifle of Gozzo, defended by 113 Frenchmen, 
and befieged by 4000 men, has furrendered to the Eng- 
lifh, who immediately hoifted on the fortrefs the Nea- 
politan flag. In revenge for this, the French garrifon 
at Malta made a vigorous fally, which coit the befiegers 
a great number of lives, and,a great number of prifoners 
was alfo taken. 
A Captain of one of the French tranfports, who has 
returned from Alexandria, - brings intelligence that the 
Pachaof Alexandretta and two others have come to 
implore the protection of the French army in Egypt, 
and have brought him confiderable fums of money, the 
good effects of which the poor Egyptians and. the 
French foldiers have felt very fenfibly. 

The King of Spain has acknowledged the Helvetic 
Republic. 

General Joubert arrived at Turin on the 27th of Oc- 
tober. The King immediately ordered him a guard of 
50 cavalry and 50 infantry.

YP xtract from the Order of the Day of 6th Fructidor—Aug. 23 

“«& The Commander in Chief prohibits al! the Com- 
manders of Provinces to exact any contributions in mo- 
ney from the inhabitants. They thall affitt the C oph- 
tic Intendants in the colle@ion of the ordinary contn- 
butions of the country. a 

« Tbe Commander in Chief is extremely diffatisfied 
with the conduct of certain Drogmans and Turks at 
tached to the fervice of certain Frenchmen, who levy 
contributions in private, houfes, which they enter on 
different pretexts. : 

“© The Commander in Chief accordingly enacts that 
whoever, on any pretext, {hall have been fubjected to 
contributions, or {hall have been aggrieved by any per- 
fons whatever, fhall lay his complaint betore a commit- 
tee compofed of the Scheckfadat of M. de Rofetti, 
and of aid-de-camp Chief of Brigade Junot. This 
committee fhall meet every day. ‘ 

“ It (hall have the powes to arreft all perfons guilty, 
after this denunciation and the firft examination {hall 
have taken place.” 

Extract from the Order of the Day of 7th Fructidor—Aug. 24, 

«© The army is informed, that in the naval engage- 
ment which took place between the French and Englith 
fquadrons, the vellel the Tonnant gained the higheft 
glory. She fought alone for 36 hours againtt the whole 
{quadron. ‘The brave Captain Du Petit Thouars was 
killed by a cannon ball.. Glory to his memory? Glo- 
ry to the whole crew of the Tonnant!

The Commanders of 
Provinces are prohibited to exact any thing from the 
inhabitants under any pretence whatever.  Scveral of 
them claim the pay of Keachefs, by, which they would 
have double pay, a thing contrary to our laws.” 

Order of the day—11 Fruetidor, Aug. 28. 

The firit part of this order refers merely to the ce- 
lebration of the 1{t Vendemiaire, the anniverfary of the 
foundation of the republic, and the manner in which it 
should be obferved. It then proceeds. 

“ The Commander in, Chief enacts, that there fhall 
be-enly one kind of bread ufed in the army. All the

He has placed the 
certainty of his fuccefles, not in the valour of his flaves, 
but in the lethargy of freemen, whofe deftruction he 
meditates ; not in his melancholy phalanxes, bet in the 
holtile difpofitions of the counter-revolutionilts, who

Brutus be difgraced by the prefence of the partivans of 
tyranny? fhall the infolence of a monarch trample upon 
the defcendants of the matters of the world?

ARMY ESTIMATES. 

On the motion of the SecreTaxy at War, the House resol- 
ved into a Committee of Supply, to.which the Army Estima- 
tes, &e. were referted-of thr Hossarr in the Chair. 

The StcreTary at Wan said, that the best manner in which 
he could make what he had to submit to the Committee un- 
derstood would be to make a short comparison between the 
estimates of the present and former years. ‘The estimates of 
the year 1797 were 6,900,000l. In 1798 the sum voted was 
about 900,000l. Jess than the estimate, buty hole military 
expences were afterwards increased by Which arose in 
the course of the year, and were not ft tt the estimates, 
These raised total of the army expences year 1798 to 
8,325,000]. ‘The articles which occasioned the increase were 
principally the supplementary militia, the provisional cavalry, 
and barracks. ‘These objects, which had swelled the estimates 
of the year 1798, continued to increase those for the ensuing 
year, and made the total amount of the different items before 
the Cominittee 9,309,754l. being an increase of about one mil- 
lion above the expences of last year. 

Among the articles which occasioned the increase, some 
were peculiar to this year, such as the troops in Ireland which 
are still upon the British establishment. He would mention 
the principal heads under which thé increase had occurred. 
‘These were an augmentation in certaim regiments of dragoons, 
the expence of which amounted to Li. 65,000, an additional 
company of foot-guards, L. 39,000, the troops in Irelend, In- 
dia, regimental paymasters, &c. 1. 27,000, fencible cavalry, 
Scots militia, increase on the staff at home, occasioned by the 
military arrangements of last summer,’ L. 150,000, barracks 
L. 101,000. There was another head which he believed would 
meet the feeling of all who heard him ; he jalluded to an in- 
crease in the pensions to officers widows. There were also 
some reductions this year arising in particular from the articles 
of foreign troops, and the sum granted by the island of Ja- 
maica for the maintenance of troops there, which was this 
year higlier than usual. ‘These reductions being deducted from 
the increase, the remainder made the difference he had stated 
above betweert the preseat estimates and those of last year. 
Mr Wynoia4M then entered into a long detail respecting the 
fees, salaries, and other expences of the office of the Secretary 
at War, and cancluded by observing that he should move the 
usual resolutioris. 

Mr ‘Luexwer observed, that he should not oppose the reso- 
tions, though he thought some reduction of ovr present esta- 
blishment might have been expected. Economy was now more 
than ever necessary. i 

Mr Wynouam replied to Mr TIerny. : 

Mr Privr also spoke to a considerable length, in reply to the 
observations which had fallen from Mr ‘Tierney, He remark- 
ed that though the naval forces of France were'greatly weak- 
ened, yet it was proper to be prepared for any thing that such 
ari enemy, rendered frantic by dispair, might attgmpt.

THE GRISONS. 
. The Grifons, wholarefnow likely to be made the vic- 
tims of the ambition of the-¥rench, are a people who 
have been Jong in alliance with the Swifs.—They are 
divided into three leagues, which form one republic. 
The country which they inhabit is bounded on the north 
by the canton af Glaris, and: the countries of Sargans 
and Phidentz; on the ealt-by the Tyrolefe ; on the 
fouth by the ftates of Venice and the duchy of Milan; 
and on the weit by the Swifs, Italian bailiwicks, and 
the canton of Uri. The whole country was known to 
the ancients by the name of Rhztia. Under this name,

‘This coun- 
try was what conttituted Upper Rheetia, and, at the de- 
cline of the Roman Empire, feil under the power of 
the Oftrogoths, who governéd ‘it by dukes. “fowards 
the fixth century, it pafled “under the dominion of the 
Franks, and in the ninth was united to Germany. The 
leagues ‘er alliances were originally formed: on account 
of the tyranny of the great Barous. ‘The moft ancient 
began about the year 1400 and 1419, in the bithopric 
of Coire, again{t the fecular power of the bifhop, and 
took the name of “The Caddee, or League of God’s 
Houfe.”? The fecond was formed in the year 1424, 
and was called the Grife, or Gray League. The other 
was forméd in the year 1436, which is the league of 
the T'en Jurifdictions: The two fermer entered into 
an alliance in the year 1435, and was joined: by the laft 
in the year 1471. ‘This general confederation was re- 
newed in the year-1544, and again in 1712. By this 
treaty of union, ,thefe people reciprocally engage, not 
to make any new alliance, nor declare war, nor make 
peace, but by common confents. They agree to fuc 
cour each other-at their own expence, guarantee each 
others privileges, &c.

IN order to render thofe mariners who frequent the 
pore of Bergen wore coufident of their fituation when 
' on the coalt, particularly when failing to and from the 
faid port by Skuddeuces, a new lantern-light has been 
erected on the point of chat Naze, which wiil begin to 
barn on the ft of January 1799, and contioue on the 
fame regulations as the reft of the lights, viz. during 
the fummer, from Eatter till Michaelmas, when it will 
be lit one hour after the fetting of the fun; and during 
the winter, from Michaelmas till Kaiter, it then being 
Jit half an hour after the fetting of the fun, and con- 
Pinuing to, burn till day-light. Itis farther made known, 
that this lantern will be hoifted on a matt or pole, clofe 
to which a thed is built and painted white ; therefore 
the fame mutt be feen very plainly in thofe direcions 
in which it prefents itfelf to view. The lantern will be 
about three hundred feet above the furface of the wa- 
ter. It is already known that there has long been a 
coallight onthe ifles of Hvidding, and a lantern- 
light clofe to Hoyvarden, the latter ferving when one 
has entered_Carmfound, to aflift in chufing a good birth 
to anchor in. Whenever one may wilh to bear away 
for the bay and enter Carmfound, one ought, with due 
attention, be able to diftinguith the light of Skuddences 
and seat ifles. This aft, which is fulpended be- 
tween two poles, gives a blaze-light, but that oa the 
Skuddenees, as. has ken obferved, is a lantern, and 
gives a clear and fteady light ;.and befides, this light 
cannot be feen-when one comes from the weftward, uo- 
lefs one is fo much to the fourhward that the cliff of 
Giztongen does no: interript the view of it, or that 
you have it due N, E. by E.: and in this point of the 
compafs, the navigation is clear from Hvidding ifles ; 
one may therefore, if one got fight firft of one light, and 
were in doubt a thort time which of them it was, {teer 
a little eaft, for were it Skuddenees light that appeared, 
one would fhortly after fee the blaze of Hvidding ifles, 
unlefs it were a fog, hazy weather, or fnow ftorm. If, 
however, by f{teering more to the ealtward, another 
light does foon appear, it muft naturally be that on Hvid- 
ding ifles, and one may then by foundings fet one’s 
courfe accordingly and take a view of the other, fince 
if from the fituation’ of Skuddenees light being hidden 
from the high land, a light appears more to the Eait- 
ward, than due N. E. by E. be affured it muft be Hvid- 
ding ifles:s Knowing this, one may with fafety keep 
under Skuddenees, as one may now by the new light 
know toa certainty where the bite is, and accordingly 
run in under the land, and fo into Carmfound. When 
one comes near the Smorftakken, one may expect to 
fee ail the three lights ; and again, if the light of Skud- 
denees is hidden by the high land, then the two others, 
particularly that clofe tu Hoyvarden, will prove fofhi-
